eral, and slight injury to 200 persons 
near here last night. Two » Pacific 
electric: trains collided, telescoping the 
cars and wreoking them at Vineyard 
‘station, near the city limits. : 

The trains loaded with excursionists 
to the beach at Venice, 16 miles from 
Los Angeles, had stopped at a curve 
where a switch is turned, ‘The last 
train began moying forward while the 
two foremost trains remained at a 
‘standstill. Caro!l Bartholomae, — the 
conductor. of the last car of-the cen- 
tre train, Jumped to the track with his 
light to ‘flag down the approaching 
train. 

Some youths on his car, say passen- 
gers’ who escaped death, pulled: the 
whistle cord in jest. This, [t was said 
by railroad men, was misinterpreted by 
{the motorman of the moving train as 
the signal to ga ahead. 

With the orash of breaking — glass, 
splitting timbers and cries, of passen- 
gers, the motor car of the. last train 
drove into the rear of the centre train, 

The youths who had played with 
the whistle were crushed In the debris, 
The colliding cars were telescoped. The 
second car of the statlonary train was 
almost demolished. ‘The motorman of 
the moving train, hearing the whistle, 
had given a full speed. A curve had 
prevented his secing the standing. cars 
of the next train, The third train was 
not affected. The three trains were 
sald to have been running at three- 
minute intervals, 

Most of the killed were out in pieces, 
Special trains rushed the injured to 
Los Angeles hospitals, and the dead to 
the morgues here, lew of the Qhris- 
tran Endeavor delegates were on the 
train, ‘The headquarters of the Tor- 
onlo delegates announced that none of 
tho Canadian visitors was In the wreck, 
Practically all those killed and injured 
Were residents of los Angeles, and 
suburbs. 

Investigatlon to Fix Blame. 

Investigation was ‘begun today to 
fix {the blame. The curve In the tracks 
of the Penice short line at the scene of 
the accident paruially Is held. respon- 
sible for the collision, 

The motorman was missing today. 
His body was not found in the debris, 
although it was thought certain that he 
kad been killed.

One of the biggest sales of live foxes 
ever effected has jus! been completed 
by Jack Lessard, brother of P. B, Les- 
sard, M.P.P., 
on Saturday. 

Mr. Lessard and hts partner, A. 
Gagnon, own a string of stores all over 
tho north country, and, for the past 
six months, Mr.. Lessard has been at 
Wabiscow, 1450 miles from Athabasca 
Landing, collecting foxes. With the 
assistance of Indian and halfbreed trap- 
pers, Mr, Lessard succeeded In acquir- 
Ing +8 reds, blacks and silvers. 

The work of bringing the foxes from 
Wabiscow to> Athabasca Landing was 
a long and tedious one. ‘The animals 
were packed in improvised crates, 
made from willow boughs and any oth- 
or material. obtainable, and carried on 
the backs of Mr. Lessard and his trap- 
pers, through the long stretches of 
muskeg and swamp, which separate 
Wabiscow from Athabasca Landing. 

The foxes have.all now either been 
sold or bargained for to the represen- 
tatives of Prince Edward Island breed- 
ers, dn Edmonton or the Landing. The 
aggregate price realized was $23,000.

School Board Hawking Bonds 
in London at 90, While 
“leinworts Were Trying to 
Market City Bonds at Par, 


That the eily of Edmonton lis no- 
thing to fear so far as: finunees ata 
concerned, providing the municipality 
lives up to its agreement, is the infor 
mation contained {na cablegram fron 
Kleinworts, Jimited, in whieh that 
finaneial concern states Unat it is in oa 
position to finance the city for any re- 
quired amount through the issuing of 
treasury notes or through some other 
method to be determined. The next 
payment of debentures due the eily 
Auguat 4 will be met, and according 
to a reliable financial agent in the elty 
there ts no question but what hlein- 
worts ure prepared: to advanee what- 
fever further sumsimay be needed, ul- 
waysr providing that Wis ccity lives up 
to {ts original agreemnt, which it hss 
evidently failed to do up to the pre- 
sent, 

The first clash with the big London 
financial house cume about six weeks 
ago, when {t was learned that the elty 
had underestimated its paving work to 
the extent of $800,000, > Kleinworts 
were then asked if they would twke a 
further issue of $800,000. About this 
time the Edmonton school board placed 
its bonds on the London market, 0 
being asked. Kleinworts immediately 
wired Mayor Short pointing oul that 
this was in direct contravention with 
the agreement made with the eity 
whielh was that no more — Edmonten 
bonds were to be placed on the London 
market until the beginning of the new 
year. Mayor Short was asked to tsa 
his influence and have the sehool issue 
removed from the London market, ‘Tus 
he did and the debentures: were Jator 
sold Jn Toledo, Ohio, But, as Klelh- 
worls put ft, ‘the hawking of Edinua- 
ton. schoo) bonds from one end of Lun- 
don to the other at 90 had already had 
its effect." Consequently Kleinworts 
requested that the city accept the Aug- 
ust payment and defer the payment dus 
the latter part of October until the end 
of Devember, This wire, so far as 
can be learned, was nol answered. 
Kleinworts-then gave the cily notice 
that It proposed to invoke the war 
clause, not so much due to the fresh 
conflict in the Balkans, bul to the fact 
that the elty had failed to live up to 
its agreement, 

The war clause is now in effect, but 
according to a prominent financial 
man in this eity there is no question 
but what Kleinworts are prepared: to 
finance the city for any  reasonuble 
amount until the debentures have been 
put into. proper form, “AS a mullet 
of fact," satd that gentleman whea 
interviewed by the Gapltal, “I do nut 
gee that there fs any necessity for a 
policy of retrenchment on the part oof 
the city. It can secure the money 
needed for carrying on the works whiell 
it has in hand. There is one point to 
be remembered and that is) that the 
world of finance is more sensitive than 
is commonly supposed. Agreements 
must be lived up to if further fayaes 
are required and you cannot secure 
large sums of money with the ald of a 
elub.

FTALY’S, MOVE COMPLIGATES. (5 Bais ~ Ae 
SITUATION IN THE BALKANS. 

A new feature has been introduced in the Balkan controvesry, hitherto not brought 
cout, through the mobilization of Italian troops. and the equipping of the Italian navy for the 
assistance of Turkey. In this move is seen the fine hand of the maneuvres being made by the 
‘world powers which may possibly result in an open rupture with Italy and Germany on the 
one hand and Russia and France on the other. 

German interests are alive to the possibilities through the construction of a railway 
from Constantinople to the Persian Gulf and as a result Germany is anxious that the inte 
grity of Turkey should be preserved. On the other nand Russia‘is desirous of entering Per- 
agian territory from the north and consequently would like to see Turkey forever eliminated 
trom the map as a continental power. / 

Italy has thrown down the gauntlet by announcing that her troops are at the disposal 
of Turkey and as a result unless Russia is prepared to resort to force of arms German com- 
mercial interests will undoubtedly triumph and the rich territory which would be tapped by 
the Constantinople-Persian Gulf would pour thousands of dollars into the hands of the Ger- 
mans, Russia, however, may take adyantage of the war to line up with the Bulgarians and 
decide the question of territory and incidentally the problem of conimercial supremacy in 
Persia at the point of the bayonet. 

This point alone shows that the war in the Balkans is not inspired so much through 
malice or the mere desire of the nations concerned to gain control of small tracts of territory, 
which in the end would not half pay for the men lost and money expended in the conflict. 
It is now proven that the big financial interests have clashed over the question of commercial 
supremacy and the war now vdeing waged could undoubtedly be waged for years as each side 
will be plentifully supplied with money. The solution of the entire problem now hinges 
on the attitude of Russia. The world powers recently decided that the Balkan states should 
be allowed to settle their own controversy without interference from the world powers. The 
attitude adopted by Italy now offers a further complication. A month ago it was admitted 
that any intervention would only have the effect of _fanning the warflame throughout 
Europe and even though the nations stepped in no solution would be possible in that the 
temperament of the Balkan people is such that they would be. ready to fly at each other’s 
throats before the ink on the peace proclamation was dry. The one interest which Europe 
had was to localize the trouble and prevent it from spreading. The two great questions 
which now arise are: Will Italy take an active part in the campaign and through — this step 
benefit her ally, Germany?

CHAMP CLARK’S INADVERTENT 
FRIENDSHIP TO CANADA. 


Speaker Champ Clark of Missouri is worrying 
again in Washington about the migration of farm- 
ers from his part of United States té Canada and 
suggests that United States make homestead laws 
as easy as possible, compatible with conditions, and 
enlarge the area of available land on the other 
side of the border by a wider application. of irri- 
gation, so that farmers may be induced to move 
to their desert lands rather than to Alberta. 

Champ Clark misses the point widely. ‘The 
reason why farmers migrate from United’ States 
to Canada is Wot because there is not sufticient 
good, land in United States, but because the terms 
upon which they may have-access to unused land 
are’so onerous as to make it less profitable to stay 
rather than come over here. Missouri has plenty 
of yacant land, but it is owned by speculators, not 
by farmers. 

Missouri voted down a single tax amendment 
last fall by a very large majority. The amendment

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against single tax the state of . Missouri taxes 
farmers for personal property. Every‘dollar raised 


upon their personal property makes it that much. 


easier for the speculator to hold land out of use 
and drive Missouri farmers to Canada where the 
speculator enjoys no such exemption, and where 
the farmer pays no such taxation. 


Alberta will not quarrel with Missouri over her 
system of taxation, Every farmer driven to Can- 
ada by the speculators of Missouri is a distinct gain 


to Canada, and Champ Clark, who seeks to stem 
the tide in any other way than by taxing the specu- 
lators, is a good friend to Canada. May he linger 
long in blindness.

ABOLISHING THE SENATE 
MAY NOT BE SO EASY. | 

Can the tenure of senators be changed; can the 
manner of selection be altered or can the body 
itself be abolished by act of parliament? 
Some of the best-trained legal minds in. the 


dominion are giving attention to this. subject at - 


the present time, and the concensus of opinion 
appears to be that the senate cannot be changed in 
any way except by the unanimous consent of the 
provinces. 

Hon. Belcourt, whe should know what he is 
talking about, gives it as his opinion that the senate 
‘could not be changed in composition without a 
resolution from each and every province; that 
the objection of one province would virtually pre- 
vent the imperial parliament from changing the’ 
B. N. A. act so as to effect a change. Belcourt 
points out that the B. N. A. act contains no pro- 
vision for altering the senate, and as the B. N. A. 


act is the fundamental law of the dominion, the 


change would have to be obtained through Lon- 
don. So long as one province objected, or even 
refused: to sanction the change, the imperial house 
would be in the position that to grant the change 
without that province’s consent. would be a con:

London, July 14,.—The Balkan states 
are to be again {In the melting pot. 
There Is no sign of peace at present, 
Greece and Servia have declined so far 
to agree to an armistice.

Greece Is burning to avenge the Bul- 
arian” Tasercres, ~ concerning-which 
horrifying detalls continually appear in 
the oficial reports issued from Athens 
and Salontkl, Aecording to these re- 
ports ears and fingers of Greek women 
still bearing ear-rings and rings, were 
found In the pookelts of Bulgarian 
prisoners, 

There is still talk of Rusaslan inter- 
ference, and {t is reported from St.

A Belgrade despatch to the Tele- 
Graph says that the Servian invasion 
of Bulgaria has been successful, but 
was confined to the district along the 
froniler and the Pierot Kustendil line. 
The Servians aro advaneing and making 
good progress. v 

‘The Daily Mall correspondent with 
the Servians-sends the following des- 
patch; - 

“Thera has been no fighting: since 
Wednesday, The weather is wet and 
the roacs have been heavy. The Rus- 
sian photographer, who visiled the 
scene of the Krivolak battle, found 
evidence of the Bulgarians had cruci- 
fied, mutilated and burned wounded 
Soervians." 

The Constantinople correspondent of. 
the Mail reports long negotiations be- 
tween ‘Turkey and Roumania and be- 
lieves an understanding has practically 
bean reached. Roumania wants five 
torpedo boats, which Turkey js willing

“The Bulgarians have surpassed .all 
the horrors of barbaric times, and 
have proved that they no longer have 
a right lo be recognized among civi- 
lized people.” 

Burned !n Houses, 

The commander. of the seventh di- 
vision reports that the town of Seres 
hag Weeen burned,( with the exception 
of the Jewish and Mussulman quarters, 
Many men, women and children were 
found murdered or burned beyond re- 
cognition in their homes, ‘Twenty 
thousand: persons are without. shelter. 
A long statement issued by the minister 
of war gives details of crimes alleged 
to have been committed by the Bulgar- 
ian troops while fleeing from’ the 
Greek army.

PREAT GATHERING 
AT CHURCH AFFAIR 


New Bell Tower Additlon to 
Greek Orthodox Church at 
Shandro Is Blessed 


There was a great Ruthenian gath- 
ering on Saturday at Shandro, when the 
now bell tower addition to the Greek 
Orthodox church was blessed. ‘The 
ceremony took place in the forenoon 
after which ‘there savas Juncheon, ‘fol- 
lowed by a number of speeches in Eng- 
ish and Ruthenian. Hon, Frank Oliver, 
M.P., W. H. White, M.P. and R. L. 
Hughson spoke jin English, - Andrew 
Shandro, M.P/P, for. the district, spoke 
to the throng in Ruthenian.

District Reach Here on 
| Way of North 


INFLUX OF AMARICANS 
EXPECTED TO BE BIG 


New Settlers Are Those Who 
See No Sense in Remaining 
Where their Land Will Never 
Increase in Value, 


One of the biggest parties ever 
found for the Peace River, arrived In 
the city today when forty farmers from 
the Chicago Wistrict, in-charge of C, 
J. Broughton, dominton emigration ag- 
ent, took up their quarters at the im- 
migration hall. 

Mr, Broughton has his headauariass 
in Chicago, and, seen at the Alberta 
today, he stated that the Peace iver 
country was becoming very well and 
favorably known among farmers of the 
*sa]D]S UdO]SVA AY] OA [TR “ssH]O Jo}}Oq 

swho were desirous of investing their 
capital, where Jt would yield not only 
the normal returns from successful 
farming, but would also increase with 
great rapidity as the land became en- 
hanced in value. 

According to Mr. Broughton, — the 
Peace River country is likely to obtain 
a big Influx of settlers in the immedi- 
ate future. The action of such a large 
party of substantial sellers deciding to 
settle {n the Peace River country, is 
regarded as vory significant of the com- 
ing development. 

Value Will Not Increase. 

Discussing the general situation, Mr. 
Broughton said that there, was a grow- 
{ne feeling among eastern farmers that 
there was little sense in remaining !n 
a country, where, although profils were 
good and sure, there was nol the 
slightest chance of their land ever ma- 
terlally increasing in value, when they 
could invest {In a district where profits 
avere equally good and equally sure, 

| avhile their Jand was inereasing in ya- 
/Juo at a phenomenal rate, every year 
| that they held it. 

The Peace River country is. now 

‘practically the only district in the world 

avhere good land can be obtained for 
nothing. The numerous advantages 
javhich ihe Peace River offers to set- 
| tlers only require lo be made known lo 
lhe generally taker) advantage of, and 
' Mr, Broughton is ably doing his part 
l4n furthering. the work of publicity in 
Chicago and its environs,

Galgary, July 414.—After — vainly 
negotiating with the Builders’ Ex- 
change for a ratification of a new 
schedule of 70 cents an hour, the brick- 
layers of the city went on strike this 
morning for the increased wagee, 


George Evans, the business agent of 
the Bricklayer's union, spent the early 
part of the day visiting the vartous 
contractors with a view to having the 
men taken back on a new schedule. 
Mr, Eyans could not state how + many 
men were involved In the strike, but it 
fs understood that there are 75 or 80 
bricklayers actively employed oun. jobs 
gt the present time, out of the 400 
members of the union in the olty, Mr. 
Evans stated that 23 of the contractors 
had taken hack the men at the new 
scale, The old scale which has been 
in force for the past two years is 674% 
cents. 

“Are you negotiating with all the 
contractors?” Mr. Evans was asked 
later this morning. 

“We are not doing any negotiating 
now, “replied Mr. Evans, 
have to come to us now.
